Lal Chand Mohra, noted Hindu 
lecturer, who will speak at Chaf- 
fey next Thursday night, October 
24, is optimistic about the future 
independence of India. 


“At long last India is on the 
road to independence and this time 
it looks like the real thing,” he 
declared in an interview. 

The Hindu who is also technical 
advisor and character actor for 
radio and motion pictures went on 
to explain the offer made to India 
by Great Britain. 


“India has been offered a Fed- 
eral Union, similar to the United 
States of America, consisting of 
the provinces of British India and 
the native states ruled by the 
princes of India,” he said. ‘The 
central government would have an 
executive head and a legislature 
composed of representatives of

In an address filled with a 
dozen suggestions for greater pro- 
tection to property owners, Ar- 
thur H. Voelker, president of the | 
California Real Estate associa- 
tion, spoke at the meeting of the 
Ontario-Upland Real Estate board 
yesterday. 

While the speaker’s main bur- 
den was to “sell” the group on 
the idea of the National Home 
and ‘Property Owners foundation, 
the fluent speaker touched on the 
recent convention of realtors. He 
was critical of “government in 
business” policy and said that 
regimentation of the people by 
Washington bureaucrats must be 
ended. 

Among other points, he advo- 
cated the folicwing: that a ceil- 
ing be put on real estate taxes; 
that the federal budget should be 
balanced, that the government 
should stay out of business, that
